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Miami Beach is an island 7.2 square miles; it 
lies just 3 miles across Biscayne Bay from the 
mainland of the City of Miami. It is connected by 
six causeways from north to south at 163rd 
Street, 125th Street, 79th Street, 36th Street, 
16th Street, 13th Street, Rickenbacker to Key 
Biscayne and Crandon Park. Numbering on 
Miami Beach starts at First Street at the south 
end of the beach. Getting around in Miami by 
automobile is not difficult, but mileage consum- 
ing. The street numbering systems begins at 
Miami Avenue and Flagler Street and is divided 
into quadrants from that point; for example, 
northeast, northwest, southeast, southwest. 
Streets run east and west as do the terraces. The 
avenues and places run north and south, but 
there are exceptions of these rules in the outly- 
ing areas, so use a map for such places as 
Hialeah. The system holds up to 215th Street on 
the north, 360th Street on the south and 217th 
Avenue on the west.

Causeway (41st Street) or the McArthur 
Causeway (5th Street) Exit at Biscayne Blvd. 
(U.S. 1) and proceed south to N.E. 9th Street, 
(directly opposite the Goodyear Service Center), 
turn left and proceed to the parking area. In 
Miami, take any major thoroughfare or express- 
way to Biscayne Blvd. and proceed to N.E. 9th 
Street. Free parking for approximately 160 cars.

In addition to the beautiful beaches and the 
many well-known and popular attractions in this 
area, travelers can take advantage of the excel- 
lent shopping while in Miami. 

Few places in the world can equal Miami for its 
variety of goods and fine stores, and Miami has 
become one of the fashion centers of the world.

While shopping at Calle Ocho, visitors can 
stop at one of the many sidewalk counters for a 
sip of the strong, aromatic Cuban coffee. 

The business district of Miracle Mile includes 
more than 140 shops on both sides of Coral Way, 
along the four blocks between Douglas Road 
and LeJeune Road in the city of Coral Gables. 
Miracle Mile has won fame from the excellent 
quality of their stores which offer all types of fine 
merchandise. See our two page map for exact 
location. 

When it comes to shopping centers, Miami has 
them in all sizes, shapes and locations. 

Across Biscayne Bay there are also fine 
shopping facilities. Lincoln Road Mall, in Miami 
Beach, has about 180 stores in eight blocks of 
beautifully decorated walkways with greenery, 
flower arrangements and water fountains. 
Known as the “International Market Plaza,” the 
open-air mall is a great place to stroll, browse 
and shop. But if you prefer, there is an electric 
tram to take you from one end of the traffic-free 
mall to the other for just 15 cents. 

Further north at 96th Street and Collins Aven- 
ue are the exclusive Bal Harbour Shops. This isa 
very special place to shop, stroll or dine amid 
verdant greenery, colorful flowers and fragrant 
orange trees. The 44 specialty shops include 
some of the world's finest and internationally 
known names. A “‘must'’ for visitors to south 
Florida. 

The shops of Kane Concourse are located on 
the’ Miami Beach side of Broad Causeway, west 
of Collins Avenue on 96th Street.

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Miami Seaquarium — 
Make a Day of it 


Vacationers and tourists who visit the famed 
Miami Seaquarium should plan it as an all day 
affair. In fact, a visit to the Seaquarium can be 
turned into an enjoyable family style picnic. 

Rotating shows go on in six different areas of 
the Seaquarium so it gives the average vaca- 
tioner plenty of time to relax in the shade of trees 
and gardens. Shaded picnic tables are all over 
the place. Many visitors come prepared to stay 
for the entire day — ticket booths open at 9 am. 
— bringing enough food for lunch and a mid-af- 
ternoon snack and enjoy the serenity of a park. 
It's not at all unusual to see a tourist grabbing 40 
winks in the shade of a ficas tree. For the less 
ambitious, a cafeteria and a snack bar are easily 
accessible from all parts of the Seaquarium and 
vending machines for ice cream, soda and 
candy are conveniently placed thorughout its 60 
acres. 

Without question, killer whale Lolita and the 
dolphins in the Top Deck and Flipper Lagoon are 
the crowd pleasers. But visitors also are enth- 
ralled by the divers who hand feed turtles and 
fish in the main Seaquarium reef tank while other 
personnel feed sharks in the circular channel. If 
nature’s your thing, study life on the Lost Is- 
lands, a lush tropical spot that has been de- 
clared an official wild life sanctuary. The Lost 
Islands are the home of native birds, fish, turtles, 
a crocodile and iguanas. You can buy a handful 
of feed from a slot machine. 

Inside the Seaquarium building are dozens of 
small tanks set into the walls, containing rare 
species of fish from all parts of the world. Each 
aquarium has a legend next to it thus making a 
visit an educational experience. 

At the Flipper Lagoon, they've got a new trick 
for the winter season. Flipper and other dolphins 
already engage in a water ballet, play football, 
dance on their tails and do high belly roll dives. 
Now with the aid of a trainer the dolphins do the 
Roman Ride. Two dolphins speed around the 
Lagoon side by side carrying a standing up 
trainer who has one foot on each of the 
dolphins. - 

The Miami Seaquarium is four miles south 
from downtown Miami on Rickenbacker 
Causeway at Virginia Key (Key Biscayne area). 
Vacationers and tourists can get a bus that wil 
take them to the Seaquarium’s doorstep. The 
ticket booths open at 9:00 a.m. and close at 5:00 
p.m. and the last show is on at 4:00 p.m. 
Grounds close at 6:30 p.m. Tickets for adults are 
$6.00 and $3.00 for children between the ages of 
6 and 12. For kids under 6 with parents there’s 
no charge. 

Many tourists have discovered the nearby 
beaches that line both sides of the Rickenbacker 
Causeway that leads to the Seaquarium. There is 
plenty of room for parking and it's not at all 
unusual to see campers, trailers, and just plain 
autos parked at the water’s edge, their oc- 
cupants enjoying the calmness of Biscayne Bay 
and splashing around to their hearts content. 
Just like Flipper. 


The U.S. Customs Service has increased duty- 
free allowances for travelers. The $100 exemp- 
tion has been increased to $300. 


U.S. residents returning from the U.S. Virgin 
Islands, American Samoa or Guam (called In- 
sular Possessions) fare even better: the $200 
duty-free limit on goods purchased at these 
destinations has been increased to $600. 


No more complicated formulas to figure out 
customs Charges. A flat rate of 10 per cent will 
be assessed on the first $600 worth of purchases 
exceeding the new $300 duty-free limit. U.S. 
citizens returning from the Insular Possessions 
will pay five per cent duty on the first $600 in 
goods exceeding their $600 limit. 


If Purchases exceed the $900 or $1,200 ceiling 
additional duty will have to be calculated by 
customs Officials. 


Although there is no limitation in terms of total 
amount, if you transport or cause to be tran- 
sported (including by mail or other means), more 
than $5,000 in monetary instruments on any 
occasion into or out of the United States, or if 
you receive more than that amount, you must file 
a report (IRS Form 4790) with U.S. Customs. 


Monetary instruments include U.S. or foreign 
coin, currency, travelers checks, money orders, 
and negotiable instruments or investment 
securities in bearer form. 


Goods shipped from the Insular Possessions 
will still apply on the duty-free allowance. The 
$10 limit on unsolicited gifts mailed from abroad 
has been increased to $25 duty-free. 


Restrictions on cigarettes have changed. 
You're now allowed only one carton of cigar- 
ettes (200 cigarettes) instead of ‘‘any reasonable 
amount for personal consumption." Liquor is 
still restricted to one quart (one gallon from the 
Insular Possessions) duty-free. However, when 
we adopt the metric system in 1980 that'll 
change to a liter (an ounce and a half more). 
Non-residents will also be restricted to bring 
back only one carton of cigarettes and one quart 
of liquor duty-free. 


Trademarked items are no longer necessarily 
taboo. Before, certain articles — such as brand 
name cameras and perfumes — could not be 
brought back without permission by the 
trademark owner. Now at least one trademarked 
purchase can be brought back to the U.S.
